THE SINGULAR DISAPPEARANCE OF. 


MISS VERA P. AVA. 


S.. 


Officers Unable to Find a Trace of the Miss- 
ing Weman—She Goes to the Sanctuary 
with Mrs. H, W. Bolton, Who Waits tor 
Her in Vain—Supposed to Have Filed 
Through Another Entrance—Her Works 


of Charity in Chicago. 

A strange story is that of the disappearance 
of Miss Vera P. Aya, who entered the Jesuit 
Church of the Holy Family, at May and 
Twelfth streets, for prayerful purposes at 7 
o’clock last Wednesday evening and has not 
been seen since, although the police have 
“hunted high and iow’? for her in the full 
and literal meaning of that phrase. They 
have searched the lofty, steeple towers of the 
church, pried into the dark crevices of the 
gloomy basement of the edifice, peered 
into the dreary confessionals, and looked 
into every nook and cranny of the great house 
of worship. And Miss Ava could not well 

have been overlooked 
had she been secreted 
in the church, She is 
a corpulent woman, 
English, according to 
her own story, of more 
than 200 pounds weight. 
Miss Ava came to 
Chicago several weeks 
ago, with the avow2d 
Mm intention of, by her 
y own strength and 
through her own 
means, rescuing fallen 
women from the slums

an interview published in Tus Triscns 
shortly after she had installed herself in a 
house at No. 348 West Monroe street she de- 
tailed the plans for the work she had mapped 
out. She professed to be the possessor of 
great wealth. She was a remarkable woman 
in appearance. Of medium height, she was 
exceedingly corpulent. A pair of bright blue 
eyes shone out from intelligent features from 
under a mass of curly blonde bangs. 
The hue of those bangs was

about the only thing about Miss Ava that did 
not appear sincere to some of the church 
women with whom she came in contact while 
arranging preliminaries for her campaign 
among the slums. Her dress was of the plain- 
est cut. She affected a garb like that worn by 


nuns, and adorned her golden locks with noth- 


ing. save a plain. half mourning bonnet. 
She gave it out. that for sev- 
eral years she had been aged 
in missionary work in the Whi hecliatuat aud 
other denraved localities in London. She 
was freein relating her experiences aniong 
the lowly and fallen there, but insisted that 
there was as great a field for the work in Chi- 
cago. 
Told Little of Her Personal History. 
Her own personal history she guarded 
closely. She brought no letters, gave no visi- 
ble proof of the great wealth of which she 
claimed to be mistress, and all that is known of 
her has been picked up from stray allusions 
she dropped now and again. And the fact 
that so little is kndwn of her is what makes 
her disappearance a greater mystery. There 
are hints of threatening letters and other

vague things, but nothing to justify an opinion 
that foul work has been done, 

The incidents of her disappearanve are few 
and simple. Tuesday evening she drove to 
No. 409 West Monroe street, the home 
of the Rev. H. W. Bolton, pastor 
of Centenary Methodist Church, and asked 
Mrs, Bolton to atcompanhy her in a drive to 
the Jesuit Church. Miss Ava was in proba- 
tion in the Centenary Church, and Mrs. 
Bolton thought nothing of going out to drive 
with her. The corpulent convert had con- 
fided to Mrs. Bolton that she had at one time 
been a Roman Catholic, but had given up 
that religion because it was not sufficiently 
liberal for her. She had also hinted at trouble 
with the Catholic church, and spoke of let- 
ters sent to her in which her life had been 
threatened. On one occasion she said to Mrs. 
Bolton: “IfI should ever disappear use 
every effort to find me.” 

Driver Tom Dougherty drove the carriage 
up in front of the college building adjoining 
the church to the east, shortly after 6 o’clock 
Wednesday evening.

She was ‘unquestionably generous, 
and, according to Tom, gave away money 
right and left. 

Mr. and Mrs. Francis Mungay, with whom 
Miss Ava went to live on West Jackson street, 
are old English people. She prevailed upon 
them to move to No. 348 Monroe street, where 
she had leased a house of ten rooms. They 
lived up-stairs with their daughter, Miss Ava 
occupying the lower apartments. They were 
furnished poorly and meagerly, but she was 
expecting her personal effects from England 
every day. Mr. Mingay was reluctant to uad- 
mit reporters and said he khew nothing 
about Miss Ava save that she ap- 
peared to have all the money 
she needed. Where she got if he did not 
know, but he thought she took subscriptions. 
At midnight Wednesday the Ava house was 
brilliantly illuminated until midnight, and 
the neighbors thought a party was in progress 
there. One belated neighbor says he sawa 
stra. ge man on the stoop of the house at mid- 
night. Mr. Mingay says that Miss Ava had 
not been there after she left in her carriage 
with Mrs. Bolton. 

“Was it her own carriage?” he was asked. 

“Yes. She said it was, and that she kept it 
at the Wellington Hotel.” 

Expected Miss Ava Back. 

Mr. Mingay could not account for Miss Ava’s 
disappearance. “I think she’ll be at home 
tonight,” he said. “I’m enly here to keep 
house for her. She had been threatened and 
said she was afraid the Catholics or some one 
else would blow up the house. But I guess 
they wouldn’t, and I think she’ll turn up all 
right.” 

The Rev. Dr. Bolton said Miss Ava had

STRUCK A STATESMAN. 


LIEUT.-GOV. MEIKELJOHN OF NE- 
BRASKA THROWN TO THE FLOOR. 


An Omaha Lawyer Named Healy Who Ran 
to His Assistance Also Struck Downa— 
They Had Approached Dr, George Kee- 
nan of Madison, Wis.—He Accuses Them 
‘of Attempting to Defrand Him of His 
Rights in a Ranch Owned by His Sister 
~A Family Row, 
Mapison, Wis., Sept. 10.—[Special.]—An 


altercation occurred in this city tonight that 


will create a sensation in the several State 
where the persons concerned are known. For 
some time a mystery has surrounded the fam- 
ily affairs of Dr. George Keenan Jr., a well- 
known physician in this city and State. The 
secret was kept in the bosoms of the members 
of the family and would not have reached the 
public but for the occurrence this evening. The 
partiba ‘to the fracas were Lieut.-Gov. Meik- 
eljohn of Nebraska and a prominent lawyer of 
Omaha named Healy, who were thrashed by 
young Keenan. 

The cause of the row forms a story which 
reads like adime novel, both as to the high 
standing of the parties involved and as to the 
intricate plot that has been formulated to de- 
fraud Dr. Keenan out of a large estate, as he 
claims. The Keenan family has lived in this 
State for nearly thirty-five years, and in that 
time has grown wealthy and influential. Many 
years ago one of the daughters of Dr. George 
Keenan Sr. married a certain Mr. Tusler of 
Omaha, Neb., who was a wealthy stock- 
raiser and quite promment for a time in 
Nebraska politics. Mr. Tusler died about six 
years ago, leaving to his wife his estate, which 
consisted of a large horse ranch near Sydney, 
Neb. She managed the estate for a time, but 
not being acquainted with. business affairs, 
the profits of the estate began to dwindle ma- 
terially. About a year later distemper broke 
out among the horses and the stock dwindied 
down so that only 400 horses were left on the 


ranch. 
Appealed to Her Brother. 


This so discouraged Mrs. Tusler, combined 
with her other domestic troubles, that she 
concluded to call on her younger brother, 
George, to take charge of her estate and man- 
age it. 

Dr. George Keenan Jr. was at this time en- 
joying a lucrative practice, worth about $4,000 
annually, in the City of Stoughton, in this 
county. He was loath to give up his practice, 
which he had worked hard to build up. ‘The 
appeals of his sister, however, were so earnest 
that he finally concluded to abandon his busi- 
ness and go to Nebraska. He-was a good busi- 
ness-man and with her consent sold the ranch 
in Nebraska and purchased another in Wyo- 
ming. The stock was moved to the new place, 
and with the care bestowed upon it by Dr. 
Keenan was soon brought into good condi- 
tion. 

Dr. Keenan expended considerable of his 
own money to aid his sister in bringing the 
ranch intoa paying condition. Mrs. Tusler 
desired that he should purchase a half-interest 
in the property, which he refused to do, but 


entered into an agreement with her that he 


would manage the property for a term of five 
years, and he was to have an interest in the 
horses. The ranch was a success, and earned 
handsome profits after several years of hard 
labor had been expended upon it. 

* The Trouble Then Began. 

About two years agoa young. man named 
Stoddard, who had lived in this vicinity, went 
to Omahato practice law. He had been a 
teacher at Whitewater and graduated from 
the law school ‘of the University. 
at Omaha he visited Mrs. Tusler, who was an 


years old. He became intimate with the fox 


ily and visited the ranch in Wyoming. Dr. 
Keenan states that Stoddard became infatua- 
ted with the ranch and stated at the 
time that he would marry Miss Tusler 
and get possession of the property. He did 
this, which caused a sensation at Whitewater, 
Wis., where he had been engaged to a promi- 
nent young lady, and engendered bitter feel- 
ing against him in society circles in this vicin- 
ity. Nosooner had he married Miss Tusler,

who held considerable interest in the ranch. 
He immediately tried to nullify they agree- 
ment existing as to the management of the 
ranch, and thus getcomplete control of it. He 
failed in his scheme at the outset, but then 
employed Lawyer Healy to assist him. Sev- 
eral months ago Stoddard and Healy went 
to the ranch in Wyoming to get possession of 
the stock, but the superintendent of the farm, 
Nelson, who is the agent of Dr. Keenan, re- 
fused to give it up. A scrimmage ensued and 
the intruders were driven off the ranch by 
Nelson and his men. Stoddard brought a 
replevin suit in the United States Court of 
Nebraska to recover the stock, claiming 
thet Nelson was not a_ citizen of 
Nebraska, which he was, however. The stock, 
consisting of over 700 horses, was seized by 
the United States Marshal and held by him. 


Dr. Keenan, who now lives in this city, em . 


ployed La Foliette, Harper, Roe & Zimmer- 
man of this city to defend his interest. They 
enaeavored to get into communication with 
Mrs. Tusler about the matter and wrote nu- 
merous letters, which, it appears, never 
reached her. Two months ago Dr. George 
Keenan Sr. died, and telegram after telegram 
was sent to Mrs. Tusler to come home, but no

Knocked Both of Them Down. 

The preparations for litigation went on at 
Omaha until last week, when Dr. Phil Fox, a 
cousin of Mrs, Tusler, addressed a letter to 
her telling her to come to Madison and effect 
a settlement. Instead came Healy and ex-Gov. 
Meikeljohn. They went. to the attorneys of 
Keenan and under the guise of making a set- 
tlement endeavored, 1t is claimed, to get hold 
of the papers and books affecting the estate, 
in possession of Dr. Keenan. When they 
failed in this they turned their attention to 
the doctor. Today they had been casting slurs 
upon the family of Dr. Keenan, which 
eame to his ears indirectly. This 
incensed him, but he avoided meeting them. 
He was in a drug store tonight preparing a 
prescription when the Omaha men entered 
and demanded an interview with the doctor. 
He feared something serious and telephoned 
for the police. He then started to leave the 
store when Mr. Meikeljohn grasped his arm 
and told him to stay. The doctor threw him 
to the floor and also felled Mr. Healy, who 
rushed to the Lieutenant-Governor’s assist- 
ance. The crowd which gathered around in- 
terfered with further proceedings. The plans 
of the Omaha gentlemen for the future are not 
known. 

Congressman LaFollette said that Nelson’s 
life had been threatened and he proposed to 
sift this thing to the bottom.

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DETECTIVES KIDNAP A MILLIONAIRE. 


William E. Bailey of Seattle, Wash.. and 
His Attorney Abducted in Broad Daylight. 

SzaTTLe, Wash., Sept. 10.—This city was 
thrown into a state of the wildest excitement 
over the kidnaping of William E. Bailey, the 
young millionaire, and R. B. Albertson, his 
attorney, this afternoon by detectives. Al- 
though the abduction was made at 5:30 o’clock 
on crowded Second street, no facts are 
obtainable and the whereabouts of the men 
are unknown, although it is sapposed the 
party is heading for Tacoma. -Bailey’s father 
is a millionaire of Harrisburg, Pa. Young 
Bailey is said to be worth at least $27,- 
000,000. He is the owner. of the Harrisburg 
Block here, President and director of. 
several banks, and a large real-estate 
owner. Heis also proprietor of the Press- 
Times. Albertson is a second cousin of Al- 
bertson, the absconding cashier of the Fidelity 
Trust company of Tacoma. It is supposed 
the detectives abducted him in order to get 
some information about the absconder. The 
detectives enticed the men into a closed car- 
riage and, it is supposed, held revolvers at 
their heads until they were out of the city. 
When the carriage was two miles out of town 
Bailey and Albertson were calling for help. 
but the detectives threatened to shoot several 
men who attempted to rescue them.

FIGURES ON ELECTRIC RAILWAYS. 


Interesting Facts Furnished at the Montreal 
Convention—End of the Sessio 

MonrTreau, Que., Sept. 10.—[Special. |—The 
papers submitted at today’s, the closing ses- 
sion of the Nationa] Electric Light Associa- 
tion’s convention, proved to be some of the 
most interesting yet read. The first, by Capt. 
Eugene Griffin of Boston, was on “Three 
Years’ Development of Electric Railways.” 
In introducing his subject he said the first re- 
corded description of an electric car was to be 
found in Nahum, ii., 4, as follows: 


“he charivts shall rage in the streets; they 
shal! jostle one inst another in the broad way: 


they shall seem like to riches; they shall run like - a ‘ 
lightning.

The cost of steam and electric plants, electric- 
cars and their equipment, with appended 
table giving the general summary of the cost 
of electric equipment of street railway sys- 
tems and central station in connection with 
electric railway work was submitted. The 
paper was briefly discussed.

ADVICE TO DIVINITY STUDENTS, 


Prof, Scott’s Address to the Chicago Theo- 
logical Seminary Class. 

Prof. H. M. Scott delivered the annual ad- 
dress of weloome to the matriculates and 
undergraduates of the Chicago Theological 
Seminary in Carpenter Chapel yesterday aft- 
ernoon. The term opened Wednesday with 
200 students. Prof. Scott spoke upon the 
“Ecumenical Relations of a Theological Sem- 
inary.”’ He drew his inspirations from his re- 
cent European observations and he directed 
the attention of his hearers to the vast influence 
which always centered in Rome, Berlin, and 


Oxford. “‘To understand the world today, ” 
he said, “‘we must understand the Rome 
of other days. Rome is the center of 


every one’s yearning and aspiration. Rome 
stili makes herself felt in all speaking and 
thinking. The doctrine of apostolic succes- 
sion and the dearest words of the church 
are Roman .-in colour and form. Berlin, as 

the home of theological criticism, 1s next in 
importance. The main significance of Oxford 
to the modern theologian lies in the great 
tractarian movement of half acentury ago.” 
Prof. Scott urged the students to avoid the 
error of the late Cardinal Newman. Theo- 


logians htto keep always in touch with 
Rome, Berlin, and Oxford to keep from nar- 
rowness.

WILL MAKE A SMALL BEGINNING. 


Pickle Manufacturers Decide That the Open- 
ing Prices Shall Be Low. 

What are known as the “ little pickle man- 
ufacturers ”’ of the United States do not pro- 
pose to be imposed upon any longer. Yester- 
day about twenty firms representing the 
pickle industry were represented at a meet- 
ing at the Tremont House, and the large 
firms, such as the Squire-Dingee company of 
Chicago and the Weller company of Pittsburg, 
who have heretofore settled the matter about 
what the opening price for pickles should be, 
were rather curtly informed that their dicta- 
tion must cease, and that the “ little manu- 
facturers ”’ could: decide on the price the 
purchaser should pay per barrel for pickles. 

“At the meeting today the Dingee and 
Weller people wanted to make the openmg 
price $4,”’ remarked a dealer who is on the 
“small” side, “but such a sugges- 
tion was not listened to. $3.50 
was mentioned but $3 was finally 
decided on, and $8 will be thé opening price. 
We intend to start at a low (rating ve 
the price goup as the season advances. We 
don’t propose to permit the big firms to do 
any more cutting and thus injure us.” 


Result of Warehouse Fires. 

A slight increase in the price of varnishes and 
all compounds formed on a basis of shellac may 
result from the storage warehouse fires in New 
York. The warehouses at Nos. 63 and 64 South 
street, owned by R. C. Layton Jr., were used by 
nearly all the large importers of shellac in this 
country. Supt. Barrett of Coffin, Devoe & Co. 
stated that while shellac was a constant product 
and the market easy, so great a loss of the visible 
supply would endsabeadie be felt by all buyers.

NEW YORK REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 

The New York Republican convention made 
its nominations and adopted its platform with 
an enthusiasm and unanimity which are 
auguries of victory. The nominee for Gov- 
érnor, J. Sloat Fassett, now Collector of the 
Port of New York, is young, active, brilliant, 
and pushing. He is a man upon whom the 
New York Republicans will unite with en- 
thusiastic heartiness. Every time that he has 
run for office he has b2en elected by increased 
majorities, which is a significant omen. The 
sentiment which expedited his nomination 
was the feeling that the man to be the candi- 
date must be one who would rally all classes 
of Republicans around him, take the field in 
person and vigorously force the fighting. 
That Mr. Fassett is such a leader is evidenced 
by the following extract from his ringing 


speech of acceptance : 

I have been a National Republican all my life, 
andI regard your action as a trumpet call to 
duty, as a command to undertake a crusade 
against the Democracy of this State, with all tnat 
it implies of Hillism and Tammanyism ; that com- 
mand I shall obey.

WHY NEW YORK COULD NOT GET THE 
FAIR. 


The action of the. World’s Fair Board of 
Directors in resolving to ask Congress for a 
loan of five millions so that the International 
Exposition Congress ordered may be held on 
the scale contemplated by it, which action has 
been indorsed by the National Commission 
which Congress created and placed in general 
charge of the Exposition, has given the New 
York Sun an opportunity to empty another of 
its small vials of spiteful wrath. It says: 

Under ordinary influences, and according to the 
dictates of reason and propriety, such an event as 
the Fair would have been provided for at the 
National Capital inname or at the capital in 
fact, New York. For reasons of politics the Re- 
publican party of New York, guided by the Hon. 
Thomas ©. Platt, fought the interests of New 
York with venomously successful earnestness—a 
policy which was evidently concurred in and ap- 
proved by the Hon. Benjamin Harrison and the 
Republican Administration. The L[linois Con- 
gressmen, with the Hon. William M. Springer at 
their head, protested that Chicago and Illinois 
were prepared to assume the entire burden, with 
every exhibition of ability, determination, and 
sincerity. Yet now Chicago begs. 

Much of this is irrelevant and that which 
isnot is untrue. What Mr. Springer may 
have said cuts no figure in the case. What the 
law of Congress says governs, and it calls on 
Chicago to put up just ten millions. Chicago 
has done that and more. Nor have the deeds 
or misdeeds of Mr. Platt, expressman, any- 
thing to do with the question whether the Ex- 
position shall be a success and thus do credit 
to the nation or a failure and disgrace it. 
This entire Platt-Sprimger business is pre- 
historic. 

It is not true that “under ordinary infiu- 
ences,”’ stc., the Fair would have been “‘provid- 
ed for” at New York. It would not have been 
“ provided for,”’ because the Park Commis- 
sioners of that city, of whom Mr. Platt is not 
one, refused to allow even a decent fraction 
of the land controlled by them to be used for 
Fair purposes, and there was no other fit site 
offered. They thought so much of their 
shrubs and their greensward and so little of 
Christopher Columbus and the discovery of 
this hemisphere that they declined absolutely 
to furnish a site in the park. The languid 
New-Yorkers had to look eleewhere, and the 
best they could find was one which sprawled 
over the upper end of the island and looked 
much as Prussia did on the map of Europe 
before that State went into the annexation 
business. To make that site available the 
property of hundreds of private owners would 
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much true goodness inas many ways as Mc-. 


ALCOHOLISM DISEASE ‘DR CRIME? 
The New York Journal of Commerce. dis- 
cusses editorially the subject of drunkenness 
and the views expressed in regard to it by 
four medical men in the North American Re- 


testimony without knowing what it is talking 
about that the Keeley remedy “is of no 
avail for the purpose indi ”*; and then the 
J. of C. clams that “drunkenness is not a 
* disease in the usual meaning of that word. 
“Itisaecrime.” It deprecates the treatment 
of confirmed imebriates as the victims of a 
malady against which they would gtruggle in 
vain unless some remedy or curative process 
could be discovered as an antidote, and says 
“nothing pleases a man who has given him- 
self over to excess hke the assertion that he is 
the helpless victim of a disease against which 
it is of little use for him to struggle.”’ It quotes 
approvingly the report made by certain 
physicians in Saxony scouting the idea that 
drunkenness is the result of dipsomania, and 
approves the resulting action taken by the au- 
thorities in that country in declaring drunk- 
enness to be acrime voluntarily committed, 
and to be punished like other crimes. 

If the drunkard commits a crime society 
owes it to itself to discourage by punishment 
the commission of crimes by others acting 
under the same stimulus. But that does not 
interfere with the now well ascertained fact 
that there is in some constitutions an inordi- 
nate craving for intoxicants, which is none the 
less real and imperative because in many 
cases it is a result of long continued indul 
gence. The tissues become used to alcoholic 
stimulus, and in its absence are afflicted as 
with a sense of privation of something neces- 
sary. In some cases an appeal to the moral 
nature of the individual may be sufficient to 
effect a self-denial of the indulgence; but in 
too many the animal prevails and the victim 
feels unable to resist the temptation when the 
opportunity for gratifying his depraved appe- 
tite presents itself. 

There is no use in trying toignore these 
facts in deference to the notions of those who 
hold to old-fashioned methods of dealing with 
the inebriate. One might just as philosophic- 
ally argue that he is pessessed of a devil be- 
cause two thousand years ago some human 
ailinents were ascribed to diabolical agency.

POOR PROSPECTS OF RECIPROCITY WITH 
CANADA. 

It was arranged with the State Department 
last spring that a conference should be held in 
Washington Oct. 12, 91, with the British 
Minister in Washington and Canadian repre- 
sentatives for the purpose of seeing whether a 
reciprocity treaty between America and 
Canada could be agreed upon. But there is 
not much prospect of anything being done so 
long as the Tories govern Canada. In order 
to prepare the way for negotiating a treaty 
the following reciprocity amendment was of- 
fered in the Domimon Parliament afew weeks 
ago by Sir Richard Cartwright, one of the Lib- 
eral leaders: 

That the government should forthwith reduce 
all duties on articles of prime necessity and more 
particularly on those most generally consumed by 
artisans, miners, fishermen, and farmers; and, 
further, that the negotiations which the House 
has been informed are to be opened in Washing- 
ton in October next should be conducted on a 
basis of most extended reciprocal trade between 
Canada and the United States in manufactured 
as well as natural products. 

The vote stood 88 in its favor and 114 against 
it. This majority of twenty-eix may have 
been swelled a few votes by the fact that Sir 
Richard’s proposition aimed at a general 
iowering of duties as well as reciprocity. 
There may have been a few members who were 
willing to take the last but not the first, fear- 
ing that the effect of both would be to reduce 
the revenues too much. But however that 
may be, it may be set down as settled that, 
for the present at least, the Dominion Parlia- 
ment will not accept unlimited reciprocity, 
though glad enough to have a renewal of the 
old-fashioned jug-handle kind which would 
admit the natural products of Canada te this 
great market duty free, but which would per- 
mit the Canadians to put what duties they 
pleased on American manufactures. 

This being the case it will bea waste of 
money for the Tory Government of the Do- 
minion to send Commissioners to Washing- 
ton in October for the purpose of negotiating 
with the President and Secretary of State. 
They might as well save their traveling ex- 
} penses and their big hotel bills. For if they 
should go the first thing the American Gov- 
ernment would ask of them would be, “ Are 
you empowered to negotiate for uncondition- 
al reciprocity?’ And when they answered in 
the negative the Secretary of State would say, 
“There is then nothing to discuss. Stay as 
long as you please, and if there is anything I

MISTAKE ABOUT THE SILVER LAW. 

The .committee which drafted the the sixth 
plank im. the adopted by the Repub- 
licans of the State of New York at their con- 


vention this week described the Silver law as 


it ought to be, but did not state the facts. 
‘he members were not thoroughly posted in 
regard to the terms of the law, and ought to 
have studied it a little better. The conven- 
tion is made to say:

lar issued. Wa cenannd this goer of matabate 
ing gold and silver at a parity, the Treasury notes 
paid for silver to be kept at par with gold. 

It happens not «to be the fact that the law 
provides for the purchase of the silver prod- 
uct of American mines, except as the pur 
chase of 4,500,000 ounces per month may in- 
cidentally have that effect. But the law does 
not state or claim it to be the object to buy 
all the product of the American mines. The 
convention is made to say also that the new 
Treasury notes are protected by a reserve of 
100 cents’ worth of silver for every dollar is- 
sued. That ought to be true, but it is not 
true so far as the noteholder is concerned, be- 
cause when he takes his note to the Treasury 
for redemption he only gets three-quarters of 
a gold dollar’s worth of silver bullion in ex- 
change for 1t. The provision of the law is 
that silver dollars shall not be issued in ex- 
cess of the bullion value of the silver pur- 
chased by the government. Hence the Treas- 
ury is perfectly able to pay out to the note- 
holder a doliar’s worth of silver in exchange 
for each dollar called for by the certificate, 
and if it did so he would be protected by the 
bullion on hand, while at present it can only 
be said that he is protected to the extent of 
three-quarters, or about 75 per cent. Hence the 
resolution is a good one for the law as it ought 
to be, but not for the law as it is. The pro- 
test against a degradation of the currency is 
sound and sensible. It is all right to demand 
that the Treasury notes be kept at par with 
gold, but to redeem those notes with three- 
quarters of a dollar’s worth of silver is to pur- 
sue a course that is calculated to keep them at 
par with gold only by a violent strain, In 
fact, the more people look at the matter the 
more will they be convinced that to pay out 
three-quarters of the silver bought with a dol- 
lar, and keep the other quarter, is not honest 
on the part of the government. . It is a pity 
that the man who drafted that plank of the 


platform did not study the facts a little better | 


before committing the party to a huge mis- 
take; and it is surprising that no other mem- 
ber of the convention noticed the important 
difference between its statement and the truth. 


NEW YORK ON THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 

The New York Republican State convention 
adopted the following resolution regarding 
the hquor traffic: 

We favor comprehénsive and efficient excise 
legislation for giving focal option by counties, 
towns, and cities, and -restriction’ by taxation in 
such localities as do mot by option exclude the 
liquor traffic, 

This is the sound’ Illinois doctrine. It is 
the plan which has worked successfully 
wherever tried, and which has done mcre to 
mitigate the evils of the whisky business than 
all other agencies combined. It is based on 
the democratic principle that each commun- 
ity should be left free to regulate its peculiarly 
local affairs in its own way, and on the fact 
that a law which has ‘iot behind it the cordial 
support of a majority of the community can- 
not be enforced, 

Notwithstanding all this the New York drys 
will hold a convention, demand prohibition, 
denounce high licence and local option, and 
nominate candidates who will draw votes from 
the Republicans and help the free whisky- 
sellers,: The professions of the drys are anti- 
rum; their practice smells of the whisky shop. 
They abuse local option, and yet if they were 
to get a_prohibitory’ law on the stat- 
ute books it would be enforced or dis- 
obeyed in accordance with the local option 
principle, Where the majority in the locality 
was against the law it would be disregarded. 
Where a majority was for it strongly it would 
be obeyed. Prohibition is, therefore, “ no 
Whisky”? where mdstof the people do not 
want it and free and unlimited whisky in in- 
creased quantities where a majority want it. 
The IiJinois phon means “no whisky ’’ where 
the decided feeling of the commuhity is against 
it, and the heavily taxed, regulated, and di- 
minished sale of spirits where the popular 
sentiment is for their use. Thatis why the 
rumsellers hate high license and coddle the 
drys, as in the anti-local option districts they 
practically run wide open, without paying any 
tax penalty for vending liquor. 


BLAINE SENTIMENT IN NEW YORK. 

At the close of the session of the New York 
State Republican convention the following 
questions were put to each of the delegates: 

If you have reason to believe that James G. 
Blaine will accept the Republican nomination for 
President will he receive your support as a candi- 
date before the national convention? If not 
Biaine, whom will you support? 

The canvassshowed that one delegate wanted 
Gen. Alger; Willham McKinley,1; Charles 
Foster, 3; Benjamin Harrison, 16; and 639 for 
James G. Blaine; 107 others not expressing 
any preference, 

There were 107 who did not care to express 
a preference. Undoubtedly they were mostly 
politicians holding Federal offices, who did 
not want to commit themselves in any man- 
ner which might antagonize the President on 
the one hand or the feelings of their constitu- 
ents on the other. Leaving them out of the 
consideration, the result shows unmustakably 
the almost unanimous sentiment of the Re- 
publicans of New York for Mr. Blaine, since 
even though controlled by their natural feel- 
ing of loyalty to an excellent President the 
delegates yet cast such a decisive vote for the 
tormer. Itis specially significant when it is 
remembered that in the convention of 1884 
Blaine had but 28 votes in the New York dele- 
gation to Arthur’s 31 and Edmuntis’ 12 on the 
first ballot, and that this ratio of votes was 
kept up to the end. Were the convention to 
be held this year it is evident he would have 
substantially every vote in the delegation. So 
in case it turns out next year that Mr. Blaine 
has the physical strength to run New York 
will demand imperatively that he shall be the 
candidate of the Republican party. It re- 
quired fine work im the recent Pennsylvania 
Republican convention to prevent a nomina- 
tion of Blaine in the State platform—as the 
choice of the party. James G. has undoubt- 
edly the track to himself if be will consent to 
make the race.

The Chicago, Milwatkee and St. Paul is 
domg unusually well at present, and the pros- 
pects are it will do still better later on when 
the new carn begins to miove.

CHIEF THORPE’S PLANS FOR BEAUTI- 
FYING THE WOODED ISLAND. 


Conference Between the En- 
Others in Regard te the Maiter—A Trip 
Over the Grounds Made by the Depart- 
ment Heads— Work That Is Being Done 
in Various States~Other World's Fair 
News, 

Flowers of rare beauty will bloom on the 
wooded island at Jackson Park. According 
to John Thorpe, Chief of the Bureau of Flori- 
culture, it is to be nothing short of a paradise. 
The island embraces sixteen acres and ten 
acres will be devoted to flowers, Mr. Thorpe 
1s enthusiastic over the prospect of the display 
of flowers at the Fair. 

_ Messrs. Olmsted and Codman, the landscape 

engineers® arrived yesterday morning. Tne 

first thing they did was to go over Jackson 

Park with Chief Samuels of the Departinent 

of Hortieulture, John Thorpe of the Bureau of 

Floriculture, Assistant Chief of Construction 

Graham, Superintendent Dion Geraldine, and 

other officials. 

“The conference between us was most 
agreeable,”’ said John Thorpe. ‘All was 
harmony, and Mr. Samuels and I gained more 
than we had hoped for. Mr. Olmsted fell in 
with qur plans, which he welcomed as agree- 
able suggestions concerning the work he is 
carrying out. 

“The shores of the island will be left wild, 
according to the original plans of Mr. Olm- 
sted, but its interior will be beautified wit’ 
roses, rhododendrons, lilies, and other plants 
in harmony with the general idea of wildness 
advanced by Mr. Olmsted. There will not be, 
as I understand it, any fountains, as they be- 
long more especially to artistic adornments.” 

Chief Samuels, it is understood, will be 
given six acres in the eastern extremity of the 
Midway Plaisance for the display of .the 
nursery stock. This is regarded as a com- 
paratively uninteresting feature and wi 
separated from the flower show. 


FOR HANDLING FOREIGN EXHIBITS. 


Collector Clark’s Work at Washington— 
Commissioner V. D. Groner on the Fair. 
Wasntinerton, D. C., Sept. 10.—[Special. }— 

Collector Clark spent most of his time at the 
Treasury Department today in congultation 
with Acting Secretary Spalding, The arrange- 
ments for handling the foreign exhibits at the 
Fair he found were going forward rapidly, 
though it is impossible to say just when the 
reguiations will be furnished. As to the addi- 
tional force which a branch custom-house on 
the grounds will require provision cannot well 
be made out of the existing appropriations, 
but Congress may be induced to do something 
in next year’s appropriations. The Collector 
left for New York this afternoon. — 

Gen. VY. D. Groner of Virginia is educating 
public sentiment in Washington on the sub- 
ject of a $5,000,000 loan. He says in a local 
paper : 

It is in exceedingly bad taste, it seemsto me, 
for the press of New York, a city which had no 
good site, or transportation to reach what it had, 
to be criticising the course of the World's Fair 
Commissioners. Chic is doing all it promised 
and more. The $%.000,000 which the government 
is to be asked to advance is not an appropriation, 
or to be so considered, but merely a loan, ade 
quately secured. 

Chicago subscribed not only the $10,000,000 re- 
quired of it, but $1,000,000 in addition, and these 
subscriptions will be met promptly. Besides it 
has appropriated $3,000,000 for arranging and 
beautifying the grounds. 

The cost of the Exposition under its present 
scope will aggregate about $16,600,000. Chicago 
could easily have borrowed $5,000,000 of its own 
citizens, but the Board ef Directors, inasmuch as 
it is to be an international affair, thought it was 
right and proper that the loan sheuld come from 
the government, to be paid out of the first re- 
ceipts. Had the directors proposed an appropria- 
tion. instead of a loan it would certainly have 
been opposed. The amount. will be repaid to the 
government in six months r the Fair opens at 
most. A precedent for this action was estab- 
lished by loan to Philadelphia for the Centen- 
nial, and the government, it will be remembered, 
lost nothing. 


FAIR WORK IN VARI0US STATES. 


Preparations in Pennsylvania— What the In- 
diana Commissioners Are Doing. 

Harersspurc, Pa., Sept. 10.—A regular 
monthly meeting of the World’s Fair Com- 
mission was held this afternoon, with.

The Governor announced 
the a of Gen, George K. Snowden 
of Philadelphia to represent Pennsylvania on 
the committee to arrange for the opening 
ceremonies. The matter of fixing the salary 
of the Executive Commussioner was left to the 
Executive committee. A. Bigler was ap- 
pointed a member of the Executive commit- 
tee in place of Benjamin Whitman,The com- 
mission then adjourn 

InpIrANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 10.—{ Special. }—

It was 9 o’clock when the eight marksmen 
who composed the first skirmish line stepped 
up to the 600-yard limit. | 

A penalty of five points was imposed for 
every halt at which a shot was not fired. But 
so rapid was the firmng at the close ranges that 
frequently at the last halt not p shot of the 
forty each man had started with remained to 
be fred. This showed improvement over the 
work of last week. , 

The forty-five infantrymen had all used 
their forty rounds by 11:45, when'a recess was 
taken for dinner. At2 o’clock firing was re- 
sumed and continued until 4:30, each con- 
testant being again allowed forty shots. The 
average of each man’s two runs! was consid- 
ered his score for the day and was addea to 
his total score in the competition tor the gov- 
ernment medal. Some exceptionally good 
runs were made, three of them breaking all 

revious skirmish records made on the Fort 
heridan range. 


Some of the Averages. 


Sergt. F. D. Powell, Company D, Fourteenth 
Infantry. whose score of 173 points was the 
best made Wednesday at target shooting, 
piled up a total of 145 points in his afternoon 
run. But his forenoon run was only 99, so 
that for tne day he got but 122 points, which 
was equaled by but three contestants, how- 
ever, and Sergt. “ Yank ’’ Mayer, Company G, 
Seventeenth Infantry, made the second best 
run, riddjing the figures to the extent of 143 
ye ts. His morning run was 118, bringing 

average for the day down to 
131, and being two points better than the best 
skirmish record of last week. Sergt. F. Rose, 
Company A, Eighteenth Infantry, scored 115 
in the morning and 137 in the rnoon, giv- 
ing him an average of 126 points. His score 
of 174 and 164 the previous two days gives 
him a total of 464 points, which places him 
first among the army team men. Sergt. Pow- 
ell is second and Sergt. Mayer third. 

Three of the distinguished rifle marksmen 
scored 300. Corporal V. Sweinhart, w 
phenomenal score of 175 Tuesday placed him 
far in the lead, made but 94 pointe. He still 
retains second place. Private J. W. Davi 
Company B, Sixteenth Infantry, who scor 
an average of 110, is first, with a total of 438,

Mayor Washburne gratified the Canal street

TO ENFORCE THE CHILD-LABOR LAW. 


Mayor Washburne Issues Positive Instruc- 
tions to Officials. 

Mayor Washburne yesterday addressed the 
follawing communication to Supt. McClaugh- 
ry and Health Commissioner Ware asking 
them to enforce the provisions of the ordi- 
nance against child Jabor. The Mayor says: 
‘+ ] desire to call your attention to an ordinance 
of the City Council, dated June 26, 1890, which 

irects: That nochild under 14 years of age shall 
be employed or oO to work, by any person, 
company, firm, or corporation at labor or service 
in any shop, factory, store, place of manufacture, 
business, or amusement without a permit of the 
Board of Education. Any person, company, or 
corporation who employs, or permits to’ be em- 
ployed or to work, any child in violation of this 
ordinance, and any person hav the control of 
any such child, who permits such employment or 
work, shall, for every offense, be fined a sum of 
not less than $ nor more than $50. You are here- 
by requested to see that the above ordinance is 
complied with, or the penalties for disobeying 
same enforced to the letter. NY 

Officials of the Health Department say that 
while leniency in the matter has been shown 
during the summer vacation, the law will be 
strictly enforced from now on. 


DON’T LIKE MR. ALDRICH’S ACTION, 


Ald. Madden’s Asphalt Committeemen Find 
Reason for Complaint. 

Some of the members of Ald, Madden's 
committee on asphalt pavements were rather 
angry at Commissioner Aldrich yesterday 
when they had discove that he had adver- 
tised for bids for Wabash avenue from Twen- 
ty-second street to Thirty-fifth street and from 
Thirty-ninth street to Fifty-fifth street with 
asphalt. The advertisement was issued Sept.

O’ Neil thinks if this is done and streets opened 
the property would be so valuable and the 
revenue so enormous that property-owners 
would hardly have any taxes at all to pay.

ESTATE OF AN ECCENTRIC WOMAN. 


Stacks of Clothing, Silks, Laces, and Silver- 
ware Left to Unknown Relatives. 
Bartimore, Md., Sept. 10.—[Special. |—The 
authorities of Cecil County, this State, are 
looking for heirs of Miss Mary Durand, an 
eccentric woman, reputed to bea sister of 
Gen. Durand of France, who died last Sunday 
at Egg Harbor, N. J. Her house contained a 
remarkable collection of goods which the 
woman has hoarded for half acentury. She 
was 75 years old. The court officials who took 
possession of the strange storehouse were sur- 
prised at what they found. In each room on 
the second floor was a bedstead and 
under each mattress was a heavy, beauti- 
ful brussels carpet. Upon the mattresses 
were stacks of bed clothing and undercloth- 
ing packed to the ceiling untouched from the 
day a Satan a In another room stood 
two large - cases full of silverware, 
which ee alos been untouched. The third- 
floor rooms had a great quantity of old French 
laces. Outside stood a trunk full of handsome 
and valuable satins, silks, and iaces. There j 
a freight-car full of trunks, valises, barrels, 
and boxes which were not opened when found, 
but it is supposed they contain more silver- 
ware and similar goods, and a trunk 
full of jewelry has been deposited in a 
bank for safe keeping. Among the papers 
found in bureau drawers were forty-one shares 
of stock of the Schuylkill railroad and twenty- 
one shares of the Central Transportation 
company, with an innumerable number of 
deeds. Only $112 in cash was found in the 
house, but Miss Durand is reported to have a 
French estate of great value. No relatives of 
Miss Durand are now living in Cecil County,

E. H. Ammidown said: “To prevent under- 
valuations the wider the degree of publicity 
that can be given to the transactions of the 
custom -house the better.” He suggested that

sponsible toand paid by these associations. 
In that way the character of the importations 
would be watched by those interested, and if 
there were frauds it woulda be known. In that

H. K. Thurber said: “It is very evident 
that we need some method of publicity, and 
where cases are watched by the public it would 
necessarily tend to limit the amount of fraud- 
ulent work, and in some way that object 
should be reached.”’ 


Mr. Leonard said: *‘The system adopted 
over forty years ago has produced an almost 
universal eer ng of undervaluing, to the 
detriment of all systems of manufacturing. 
Smuggling and fraud seem to be the rage.” 

When it was s that a cure could be 
made by the of Appraisers publishing a 
bulletin stating the name of the importer, the 
character of . merchandise, the ap- 
praised value, this bulletin to be sent to every 
American port and to be ome to the inspec- 
tion of parties interested, Mr. Thurber said 
that these reports should be issued in sufficient 
quantity “to make a copy available for every 
importer’s clerk. Allowthem to buy those 
statistics so that they can take them to their 
respective places of business and carefully 
examine thei.” 


Would Work No Hardship. 


It is believed the plan here outlined would 
be no hardship upon any one, because duties 
are by law paid upon the market value in the 
principal markets of the country from which 
the goods are exported and not upon their 
actual cost.. No business secrets would be 
divulged either by this publicity. 

Mr. Woodhouse, for many years the resident 

rtner in this city of the Chicago house of 

arshall Pieid & Co., speaking of these un- 
dervaluation frauds, said: 

” business of undervaluation has be- 
come so well established as to have driven us 
out of the business. We cannot import a 
dollar’s worth except a few novelties. The 
goods are either bought in Chicago, or here, 
or of a Paris house, the agents of these manu- 
facturers. We have in our line a ‘ring,’ and 
that applies too generally to every department 
of importing mee © 3 

The method of undervaluers is outlined in a 
report on file in the Treasury Departmént of 
a case investigated by an officer of the depart- 
ment. This report gives an interview between 
the official and a man named Max Leib, resid- 
ing in Solingen, the foreign agent of Komak 
&Co.,a cutlery firm doing businessin this 
city. 

The Treasury official in his report says: 

He (Leib) came to my hotel with samples of 
and two parcels of knives. He became very con- 
fidential, and after shuwing the samples, handed 
me one of the parcels of knives and called my at- 
tention to the inscription: “1 Dutzend Messer” 
fone dozen knives), and anumber. He then very 
slowly untied and unwrapped it and counted 
* one, two, dozen."” They were a small- 
sized knife. The other parcel contained two 
dozen only, being a larger-sized knife. He con- 
cluded by saying: “That is the wayto make 
money, my dear sir!’ Heinformed me that it is 
better to invoice cheap goods high occasionally, 
so that they can be pointed to as examples in case 
of trouble. 

How Importers Profit. 


Importers are the gainers by these system- 
atic trauds, through the lax drawing and in- 
terpretation of the laws. 

Dishonest importers have been able to pur- 
sue their fraudulent practices without fear, 
the mode of procedure being, as again shown 
by official records on file here, to be as follows: 
One firm, whose name is withheld, was per- 
mitted to send to the public store for exam- 
ination an insignificant number of cases, 1n- 
variably small owes, containing few goods, 
‘which did not represent the whole shipment- 
The :Coliector’s attention being called to the 
entry, he ordered that a case be produced, 

The importer had given bond to maintain 
the gases received in the condition in which 
they were delivered to them until the goods 
were passed, or fer a term of ten days. 

When they received the collector’s order 
they ‘went to the Custom-House and told him 
that the goods had been distributed and gone 
into consumption, although only two days 
had élapsed since they were landed. ‘This was 
in direct violation of their bond. ° 

They agreed to send down samples of the 
contents, and did send three knives and two 
scissors out ofa large number of patterns, 
and these were marked in cipher instead of 
figures. After a searching investigation the 
cipher key was found in the word “corn- 
basket.”’ 

It appears that confidential invoices were 
forwarded to the dishonest importers to rep- 
resent the difference in quantities, which, as 
in the case--given, constituted the form of 
fraud. 

Atother form of robbery was to pack goods 
worth 12, 15, or 20 marks in packages with 
goods worth not more than 2 or 3 marks per 
dozen, and then send: samples of the cheap 
goods as representing the whole package. 

The rule that one package out of each ten 
imported shall be sent in for examination has 
been in operation since 1798. It is one of the 
oldest customs laws, and would be fair under 
ordinary circumstances if the remainder of 
the shipment was held till the sample package 
was pronounced correct. This occurs as soon 
as the customs officers can examine and report 
upon it. 

A Colossal Undervaluation. 

One instance of fraud in undervaluation 
shown in the official records almost passes be- 
lief. It amounts to 89 per cent in the impor- 
tations of one house, a partner in which be- 
came a merchant appraiser. 

There is a document in possession of a gen- 
tleman in this city of unique interest. It con- 
tains the names of 691 men, formerly New 
York importers, every one of whom made a 
fortune in New York, and then returned to his 
tative land ee Y va the fortune made here, 

‘The former address and occupation and the 
present address and approximate wealth of 
each are given. These fortunes were made in 
twelve years and their owners never became 
citizens. They not only acquired these fort- 
unes at the expense of honest American mer- 
chants, but shirked the responsibilities which 
they should have shouldered in the country 
whose protection and hospitality they en- 
joyed. 

Deputy Collector Phelps Talks. 

Deputy Collector Phelps told a World re- 
porter yesterday that the present method of 
settling undervaluation cases by compelling 
the importer to pay the full duty and a fine 
was the best for the interest of the govern- 
ment. 

‘Suppose we arrest an importer and make 
a seizure,”’ said the Deputy Collector; “the 
very minute we do so we surrender all right 
to collect either duty or fine. We only have 
the goods. To be sure, the importer has the 
burden of proof thrown upon him, but he can 
tie the matter up in the courts until the costs 
exceed the value of the goods, which have to 
be kept meanwhile 1n the public stores. 

* Then when we have to sell the goods they 
will bring a very small sum, as they are, as a 
rule, out of style. 

“T believe the government is defrauded 


every day of the year by importers,”’ contin- 
ued Mr. Phelps. ‘“ But how are we going to 
prove that? The importers conduct their 


transactions in suck away that itis impos- 
sible to get a correct value on many articles. 
That is to say, we cannot determine what the 
market price is or what the buyer here paid.” 


HAS LIVED MORE THAN A CENTURY. 


A Maine Woman Who Attributes Her Lon- 
gevity to a Lack of Corsets. 

New Yor«, Sept. 10.—Mrs. Sarah Van 
Nostrand, who is now entering upon her 104th 
year, and is still hale and hearty, attributes 
her longevity and good physical condition to 
the fact that she never wore a corset. The 
hale old lady celebrated the anniversary of 
her 108d birthday the other day at her home 
in East Millstone, Me. She was conceded to 
be one of the “youngest” in the party, so 
lively and sociable wasshe. On that occasion 
she did not hesitate to make it known that 
her disobedience of fashionable decrees, and 
especially that which ordains the corset, was 
the cause of her hale oid age,

IN GOOD SHAPE. 


MONTHLY REPORT OF THE DEPART- 
MENT OF AGRICULTURE, 


The Condition of Corn Twenty-one Points 
. Higher than in September of Last Year— 
State Averages Higher All Around—Good 
Showing by the Wheat-Growing Commu- 
nities—The Inspection Dispute in North 
Dakota—The Cotten Crop. 

Wasuinetos, D, ©., Sept. 10.—The statis- 
tician of the Department of Agriculture re- 
ports the September general average of cereal 
crops as follows: 

Corn, 91.1; wheat, 96.8; rye, 95.1; oats, 
90.7; barley, 94.3; buckwheat, 96.6. A small 
advance is noticed in all, buckwheat alone ex- 
cepted. The average for potatoes is 94.8; for 
tobacco, 87.4. The condition of corn is 21 
points higher than in September of last year, 
and has been exceeded only three times in 

past ten years. State averages are gen- 
erally high; the lowest are those of Michigan 
and Wisconsin, Minnesota and North Dakota 
coming next, while South Dakota, Nebraska, 
and Kansas make figures under the general 
In the Eastern and Middle 


average. 
States the crop is well grown, 
is generally earing well, but a lit 


tle late, and recent cool nights prevent rapid 
advancement: yet frost has as yet done no 
damage. The crop is in fine condition in the 
Southern States, It is not so much injured 
by heayy rains as cottun. In some bottom 
lands water has caused material injury, while 
on uplands the crop is remarkably good. It 
was somewhat late, but is now generally be- 
yond the reach of frost. The fine yield has 
been made west of the Mississippi, though in 
Western Texas a little reduced by drought. 
It is a crop decidedly above the medium 
throughout the South asa whole. Many cor- 
respondents refer to it as the best in years. 
In the Ohio Valley corn is heavy in stalk, 
somewhat late in earing from cool nights, and 
in some places has been blown down by heavy 
wind; yet it is generally promi;ing. Local 
droughts are mentioned at a few points as 
the cause of deteriorating without producing 
serious loss. 

The correspondent in Franklin County, 
Ohio, claims the heaviest crop in forty years. 
In Indiana and Illinois there is more injury 
from the drought in July and early in August, 
which has been partially repaired by recent 
rains. If frost holds off ten days nothing but 
the latest planting can be, injured. Absolute 
immunity from loss would require exemption 
through September; yet most of the breadth 
is already safe. In Michigan there has been 
considerable injury from frost in late planted 
fields. Wisconsin reports damage from frost 
of Aug. 22 to 28, and im some cases still 
earlier. Some areas have been cut up for 
fedder in this latitude. Many Minnesota 
correspondents promise a good crop “* if frost 
holds off ;”’ while m valley lands andin more 
northern sections it has already done consid- 
erable damage. There are also returns of in- 
jury from frost in the Dakotas. In lowa and 
Nebraska the crop is late and would be in- 
jured by frost prior to Sept. 20, and needs the 
entire month for ripening of late planted 
areas. In Misso heavy rains in June, 
drought in July, and heavy rain and wind- 
storms recently have been unfavorable to the 
highest conditions. On well cultivated and 
drained areas corn is heavy. Condition is va- 
riable in Kansas, the western districts suffer- 
ing from drought, while eastern counties have 
abundant moisturé and a heavy crop. 

The condition of wheat is high considering 
both winter spring Varieties, in soils, lati- 
tudes, and elevations so widely different. ‘The 
general average has only been exceeded 
slightly twice since 1879—in 1882 and 1884. 
State averages are quite uniform, but ten fall- 
ing below 95 and three below 90, the lowest 
being 83, for South Carolina and 8&4 for North 
Carolina. The figures for the principal wheat- 
growing States are as follows: Ohio, 98; Mich- 
igan, 98; Indiana, 100; Illinois, 100; Wiscon- 
sin, 90; Minnesota, 100; Iowa, 99; Missouri, 
94; Kansas, 89; Nebraska, 98; North Dakota, 
94; South Dakota, 99; California, 98; Oregon, 
97; Washington, 98; eastof the mountains, 
New York, 99; Penosylvania, 99; Maryland, 
97; Virgi ia, 95; in the Southwest, Texas, 97. 

In the Middle States wheat was generally 
well filled, harvested in good condition, yield- 
ing wellin the thrashing. In a few counties 
in Pennsylvania and in parts of Maryland and 
Virginia there has been some injury in the 
shock, The Texas crop was unusually fine, 
harvested in May and June, and is now most- 
ly marketed. In one county a yield from twenty 
to twenty-five bushels is reported and in 
another eighteen bushels. 

A reporter in Kentucky claifhs for wheat 
“one of those exceptionally fine crops that 
occur at long intervals.”” Others make less 
sanguine statements, With variable returns 
in Ohio and Michigan the tenor of remark as 
to quality, quantity, and conditions ig favor- 
able. In Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, and 
Kansas thrashing gave yields better than was 


expected, with some exceptions “ the 
largest ever harv 4 n one in- 
stance, “thirty-eight bushels per acre”; 


and estimated average weights of sixty 
to sixty-two a yor in most favored localities. 
Some shriveled grain is reported and gome 
damage in the shock, The remarks concerning 
quantity and quahty of spring wheat in Minne- 
sota are extremely favorable, with slight 
drawbacks from frosts and wet, and nearly 
as favorable in Iowa, Nebraska, and the Da- 
kotas, Extreme yields of 30 to 40 bushels. to 
the acre are reported in all these States. The 
spring wheat of the Pacific coast has been 
somewhat injured by hot and blighting 
weather.

Denial of the Charges Brought by the Twin 
City Mill Men. 

Sr. Pavr, Minn., Sept. 10.—[ Special. |—The 
cry of “Ruin tothe four trade,” which was 
started with such vigor by the mill operators 
of the Twin Cities yesterday, was met today 
with quite an emphatic answer by a chorus of 
railway companies. The charge was made 
that James J. Hill and the Great Northern 
company were playing the réle of the “ Afri- 
can in the woodpile,” and they were roundly 
denounced in all quarters for throwi the 
bulk of the wheat business to Duluth. fer- 
ring to the matter this afternoon, General 
Manager Mohler of the Great Northern said: 

“ The Great Northérn makes differéntials 
to Minneapolis and St. Paul whenever the 
competition induced by geographical con- 
ditions with other lines does not prevent. And 
this matter will be ro gg toes if possible. Two 
conferences with ali lines interested have 
been held and another meeting will be held 
Tuesday for final action. The consistency of 
the Pag mpg rates on the part of some of the 
rvads is as marked as the apparent inconsis- 
tency of some of the others, A fair’ adjust- 
ment of rates is always to be desired and it is 
as essential to the roads as to Minneapolisand 
St. Paul. That has always been our posi- 
tion. There are some gederaphical conditions 
existing that make it desirable that a fair ad- 
justment should include the Chicago lines and 
not require them to take the traffic elsewhere. 
The Great Northern takes no wheat to Duluth 
via Minneapolis. grain goes via St. 
Cloud. The Soo is not init as yet, for that 
line has hauled only twenty-eight cars of 
wheat out of Mianeapolis since Sept. 1, while 
the St. Paul “i mauled 6598.

SUBJECT TO THE ANTI-TRUST LAW. 


North Dakota Elevators Likely to Get Into 
Trouble Over the Inapection Dispute. 

Granp Forks, N. D., Sept. 10.—[Special. |— 
Now that the crop of wheat has been harvested 
and is beyond the injury of frost, and as 
thrashing proceeds the yield is turning out far 
more abundantly than. many. anticipated, if 
not the largest yield ever known in the history 
of North Dakota, the question naturally arises, 
What shall be done with this magnificent 
crop? The farmer must of nevessity seil some 
of 1t, or at least enough to pay for his harvest- 
ing machinery and such other obligations as 
are maturing and will soon become due and 
must be paid. The elevator companies who 
have ample means for-handling and moving 
this abundant crop have practically ¢losed 
their doors against him by forming a combi- 
nation to control the price of the product of 
the state. They have refused to comply with 
the rules and regulations adepted by the com- 
missioners of railroads, whose duty under the 
laws it 1s to supervise the yop weighing 
and storage of grain, and have declined to 
store the wheat of the farmer at statutory 
rates, as public warehouses subject to the 
rules and regulations as adopted by the Rail- 
road Commissioners and therefore have prac- 
tically gone out of business. But there is a 
point however, which this elevator combine to 
resist tne law and their able attorneys have 
overlooked. As elevator companies and pub- 
lic warehouses they have all filed 
their charters under the. state law, and 
are to that extent corporations or public ware- 
houses. As such they are stbject to the anti- 
trusts article of the Constitutaon which will 
sweep these public warehouses and elevator 
companies doing this business in this State 
out of existence They have refused to file 
with the Railroad Commissioners of this State 
an approved bond with geed and sufficient 
sureties as required by law. The article of the 
Congtitution is so sweeping in its provisions 
that it wil! escheat these properties. to the 
State of North Dakotd if enforced: as proh- 
bition is sought to be. Their combine is evi- 
dently, clearly; and solely one to control the 
price of the wheat of North Dakota, for 
the real object in their — resistance 
is not to avoid the .reports as 
required by the rules and regulations as adopted 
by the said railroad commissioners and 
which can be made with little extra troubie 
and cost, but it is to prevent the idspection 
and the establishinent of a grade of wheat for 
North Dakota, which would fix the price of 
the farmers’ wheat and make them independ- 
ent of Minneapolis and Duiuth and the Min- 
nesota inspecnon law. Upon this point the 
courts have recently spoken in seyeral States. 
The Constitution of North Dakota was framed 
expressly to knock out such unlawful trusts 
and combinations as that made by the elevator 
companies to resist the law. . :

CONDITION OF THE COTTON CROP. 


A Reduction of Six Points Occurs During 
the Month, 

Wasurnarton, D. C., Sept..10.—The cotton 
crop report as issued by the Department of 
Agriculture marks a reduction in condition of 
cotton during the last month of six points, 
from 88.9 to 82.7, August is a critical. period 
in the growth of the - cotton..plant, and six- 
teen times in twenty years. has deterioration 
been indicated by the returns of Sept. 1. 
In the four exceptional years the Au- 
gust averages were relatively low, 
and a decline -had occurred during the 
previous month. The cause of the present re- 
duction on the Atlantic coast has been an ex- 
cess of rainfall, causing overgrowth of the 
plant and diminishing the tendency to fruit- 
age. The relative degree of losa is indicated 
by the State averages of condition, which are 
as follows: Virginia shows a loss of 3 points; 
North Carolina, 79, a gain of 4 points; South 
Carolina, 81, a loss of 2 ‘points; Georgia, 82, 
a loss of 4 points; Florida, 88, a loss of 6 
points; Alabama, 83, a loss of 6 points; Mis- 
sissippi, 83, a loss of 10 points; Louisiana, 85, 
a loss of 5 points; Texas, 82, a loss of 10 
points; Arkansas, 86, a loss of 9 points; Ten- 
nessee, 84, a gain of 2 points.

BOARD OF MANAGERS. 


Poor Prospect of Having a Revenue Cutter 


Built for Service in Chicago Harbor— 


Secretary Rusk to Increase the Force of 
Inspectors at the Stock- Yards—Postmas- 
ter-General Wanamaker to Consider 
the Advisability of Penny tage—Gen- 
eral Washington News, , 
Wasuinetor, D. C., Sept. 10.—[Special.] — 
The Board of Managers of the National Home 
for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers has about 
concluded its quarterly meeting in this city. 
There are present Gen. Franklin, Gen. Sewall, 
Gen. Black, Gen. McMahon, Col. Mitchell, 
Maj. Morrell, Gen, Pearson, Gen, Garnett, 
Gen. Fessenden, and Maj. Steele, The board 
has already examined the accounts of the 
branches and made the appropriations for the 
current quarter as well as the estimates for 
the next fiscal year. At the last meeting pro- 
vision was made for the creation of medical 
boards at each branch to examine the inmates 
and aScertain what proportion of them are 
able to maintain themselves and are not dis- 
abled. These reports are now under consid- 
eration. The board at the California branch 
reports that there is not a single inmate who 


‘could properly be excluded. In the Central 


branch the board found that thirty-five in- 
mates should be excluded because they have 
sufficient income to maintamm themselves and 
that severiteen inma‘es should be excluded 
because they are physically able. The Mil 
waukee branch has not yet reported. The 
board has not yet determined upon the line of 
policy to be pursued in these cases. It is the 
desire to rid the homes of the inmates who are 
really able to tako care of themselves in order 
to afford room for deserving veterans who are 
knocking at the doors. But so many consid- 
erations arise that it is not practicable to ap- 
ply ageneral rule, and each individual case 
must be considered upon its merits. 
No Revenue Cutter for Chicago, 

Chicago’s prospects for soon getting a rev- 
enue steam boarding cutter are not bright. 
Bids were opened at the Revenue Marine Bu- 
reau today and all were above the limit of the 
congressional appropriation, which is $28,000. 
Only four bids were made. * They were as 
Union Dry-Dock company of Buffa- 
lo, $36,675; Craig & Co. of Toledo ,000 ; 
Reed of Baltimore, $38,500 ; Manistee 
fron Works of Manistee, $50,950. Surprise 
was felt that no bids were put in by Chica- 
goans, as several firms in that city had 
been figuring on the contract. "Collector Clark 


Shepard said: ‘“* We will have to take time to 
consider what is best. When we drew up the 
specifications we thought $28,000 would insure 
the kind of a vessel we want and leave'a mar- 
gin of pos for the builders. Bat they seem 
to think otherwise. Ido not know whether it 
would do any good to readvertise. Wecannot 
let the contract to any of the bidders on our 
present appropriation, and it may be Chicago 
will have to look to Congress for more 
money.” 
Exporting the American Hog. 

Secretary Rusk will increase the inspector 
force at the Chicago and Milwaukee Stock- 
Yards as far as possible. The Secretary has 
received applications from kers ‘at . Bos- 
ton, Mass.; South Omaha, Neb.; and Kan- 
sas City for microscopical ins ion of ‘pork 
and has arranged a schedule of the number to 
be inspected at each of these places for ex- 
port. The inspection for Boston will be 
started this week and at the other points im- 
mediately thereafter. 
afternoon: “It looks. now as t our 
pork would go into all the European coun- 
tries just as it did before it was shat out by 
Germany, France, and other foreign nations. 
This movement in favor of our hog is, I feel 
sure, going to extend until it becomes prac- 
tically unanimous. How much of a market 
will there be? I cannot say. Any opinion 
‘expressed would be simply surmise. Thirty- 
nine millions was the last export figures, as 
against $70,000,000 or thereabouts in 1 the 
last year when our pork was freely admitted 
to all countries. It is reasonable to suppose, 
though, that we shall seli at least $70,000,000 
worth,” 

Possibility of Penny Postage. 

Postmaster-General Wanamaker in his an- 
nual report will have a word to say about 

nny postage. He will tell something of the 
arge number of petitions ho has received 
during the last year asking for the establish- 
ment of the one-cent rate. Mr, Wanamaker 
will not récommend such a change in the 
postal laws, but will lay all the facts in his 
possession before Congress for that body to 
act upon. He will say that one cent postage 
would be a very g thing and should, be 
brought about as early as possible. But 
he is convinced that its inauguration would 
increase the deficit which accompanies the 
mailservice by the government. It would neces- 
sitate the employment of a much larger force 
of men, the increase in the size of the postal- 
cars, and the enlargement of the ffices 
among other things. Whether the disad- 
vantages growing out of a decreased postage 
rate would not more than offset the conven- 
ienees which that rate would induce is a 
matter which will be left to Congress to de- 
termine. 
Country Postmasters Won’t Work for Glory. 

Those county seat postmasters who were re- 
quested by Postmaster-Genera!l Wanamaker 
to make an inspection of the small postoffices 
in their respective districts do not geem to 
comprehend what is éxpected of them in this 
connection. This was shown by a communi. 
cation received at the Postoffice Department 
from the Postmaster at Chicago making a 
requisition for an addifional clerk to make the 
inspection of the small postoffices outside of 
the World’s Fair city, The requisition will 
not be honored, because there is no intention 
on the part of Mr. Wanamaker to make these 
inspections costly. Quite a number of in- 
quiries have been received at the department 
indicating a misunderstanding of ost- 
master-General’s uest op the part of 
the postmasters. t occurred to the 
Postmaster-General as 4 business 
proposition that many of the county - post- 
masters would’ be willing, in the interest of 
improving the postal service, to assist in the 
instruction of postmasters at minor offices 
without additional compensation. 
service reached that stage where it 
is necessary for the postmaster at every coun- 
ty seat to become a postoffice inspector, Con- 
gress ought to be willing to make the appro- 
priations for the postofiice sufficient to cover 
the traveling expenses of said inspectors. 
The government is looked upon in business 
circles as a very hard debtor, hence it is not 
surprising that county masters should 
object to working “for glory.”
